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......    standardization  and  Inspection  Policy 

With  the  decentralization  of  rjur chases  among  the  corjnodity  branches  it  will  "be 
possible  to  integrate  this  function  vitb  the  inspection  vrork  more  closely  than 
hitherto  Clearance  of  purchase  abstracts  through  Mr.  ITewell' s  office  vdll  no 
longer  be  necessary. 

To  facilitate  prompt  handling  between  the  Branches  there  is  attached  a  list 
showing  the  coimiiodi ti.es  vhich  are  inspected  by  the  different  Branches  and  the 
ersons  to  be  contacted  on  inspection  matters.    While  the  primary  responsibility 
for  the  inspection  of  the  various  commodities  is  assigned  in  accordance  v/ith  the 
ttached  list,  there  T-'ill  continue,  as  in  the  past,  to  be  entire  freedom  for- 
ction  betv/een  the  Branches  in  a.rranging  for  inspection  in  specific  cases.  For 
example,  inspecting  ard  testing  certain  oils,  such  as  citrus  oils,  is  done  in 
the  Fruit  and  Yegota'jle  Branch,  but  for  some  transactions  it  may  be  that  the 

rain,  Feed  p.nd  Seed  Branch,  -fhich  tests  most  of  the  oils  purchased,  could 
ihandle  a  specific  inspection  job  much  more  promptly  and  with  less  exjpense,  in 
fhich  case  the  facilities  of  the  G-rain,  Feed  and  Sejd.  Branch  should  be  used. 
In  other  instances,  one  Branch  might  not  have  personnel  conveniently  located  to 
ake  samples.     In  such  cases,  the  Branch  should  ascertain  whether  any  other  AMA 
ersonnel  could  be  used  before  incurring  travel  exponso.    Such  cases  may  be 
•ndled  direct  betv/een  Branches,  or  if  there  is,  uncertainty,  .the  question  should 
e  taken  up  with  Mr,  Kitchen.  .    •.  .  .  o- 

here  are  some  instances  where  purchs-se  is  the  responsibility  of  one  Branch, 
hile  standardization  and  ins^iection  v;ork  is  the  responsibility  of  another, 
or  example,  the  Special  Commodities  Bra.nch  purchases  msJiy  diffsrjjnt  asticiiDgy^ 
t  has  no  inspection  facilities  and  should  not  develop  s^ach  facilities  unless  it 
:*s  not  possible  for  the  insj/ectipn  ^-/ork  to  be  done  in  any  other  Branch  and  then 
nly  v/ith  the  approval  of  Mr.  Eitchen,    Another  case  in  point  is  hops,  where  the 
ruit  and  Vegetable  Branch  has  .the -responsibility  for  the  purchase  program,  while 
the  Grain,  Feed  and  Seed  Branch  had  devolopod  the  standards  and  is  handling  the 
commercial  inspection.    Those  responsible  in  each  Branch  should  work  together , 
losely  in  drafting  purchiase  specifications  and  carr^^dng  through  on  inspection. 

he  smooth  operation  of  our  purchase  work  is  to  a  very  consid-erable  extent 
dependent  UT>on  the  prom.pt  handling  of  inspection.    We  are  not  so  much  concerned 
dth  v/ho  does  the  actual  inspection  job  as  v;e  are  with  getting  the  job  done 
properly  and  promptly.

The  demand  for  ins^pection  during  the  coming  year  proTjably  will  TDe  greater 
than  can  "be  met  ^^rith  present  forces,  and  possihly  greater  than  can  he 
met  with  any  forces  now  in  sight,  '  Eiis  is  due  to  increased  purchases, 
and  the  operation  of  OPA  price  orders  requiring  products  to  he  marked 
according  to  official  grades.    Consequently,  the  Branches  should  intensify 
inspection  training  programs ♦    Particijlar  attention  should  he  given  to 
the  employment  of  v/omen  as  inspectors  and  samplers,    This  is  especially 
urgent,  in  viev/-  of  the  tightening  policy  on  deferments  from  military  ser- 
vice. 

The  outlook  is  for  greater  use  of  U.  S,  grades  for  sios^  agricultural 
products.    It  is  the  responsihility  of  AMA  to  develop  quality  standards, 
Portunately,  we  are  generally  in  good  position  in'  that  respect,  hut 
extension  of  the  use  of  uniform  grades  and  grade  designations  "by  OPA 
price  control  orders  makes  it  necessary  to  simplify  the  grades  as  much 
as  possihle.    Branches  should  review  existing  grades  and  recommend  simpli- 
fied standards,  whereever  possihle,  including  grade  designations  applicahle 
to  consumer  use.    Our  general  policy  should  he  to  more  as  rapidly  as  possi- 
hle tov/ard  the  adoption  of  alphahetical  designations,  such  as  A,B,C  or 
numerical  designations  such  as  1,2,3. 

The  War  situation  presents  an  opportunity  to  accomplish  simplifico.tion  in 
the  grades  and  in  the  terms  used  for  their  designation,    This  is  desirahle 
not  only  from,  the  standpoint  of  the  consumer's  use  of  grades  hut  in  v^hole- 
sale  transactions  as  well«     It  is,  of  course,  recognized  that  in  some 
commodities,  there  is  a  nocossity  for  a  different  tolerance  in  a  wholesale 
transaction  as  contrasted  to  a  consumer  package.    This  need  not  deter  us, 
however,  in  a  general  prograjn  for  the  reduction  in  the  numher  of  grades  or 
in  the  adoption  of  uniform  grade  designations. 

To  facilitate  the  development  of  a  uniform  policy  on  istandardisation  and 
gTading  prohlems,  I  am  asking  Mr.  Kitchen  to  assume^  responsihility  for  the 
coordination  of  this  work.
